Hundreds of oths& $t ..d^U millad , 
about the school yards in a joyous 
frame of mind. 
Andrew Spinas, superintendent of 
the Redwood City Elementary School 
District, met hurriedly with school 
principals to see what could be done 
about the situation. 
A survey by state architects had 
found classrooms in the schools, 
built around 1933, were unsafe and 
a danger to the studedts. 
The shutdown was decided upon 
last night at a meeting of the city’s 
elementary school district board of 
trustees. 


Affected were 20 of 29 classrooms 
at the McKinley school; seven out 
of 17 at Garfield school, and six 
out of 13 classrooms at John Gill 
school. 
W. Paul Whaley, chairman of the 
board of trustees, explained that 
the students could not be sent home 
today because their parents had not 
been notified and in many cases the 
youngsters would not find anyone 
at home to care for them. 
Whaley indicated that the pupils 
would be given a holiday Friday. 
He said that by Monday officials 
hoped they could develop a plan for 
double sessions.

The $1,650,000 budget for “welfare” 
payments to Marin residents last 
year was a matter of concern for 
the county grand jury because “of 
the relative ease with which an in­ 
dividual can apply for assistance." 
In its report of county affairs, the 
jury voiced its distress over the 
growing number of persons receiving 
aid and the secrecy which surrounds 
county welfare records. 
Jury members touched upon sev­ 
eral aspects of government assist­ 
ance which have often been con­ 
sidered “political issues.” But It 
pointed oat that its criticism did 
not apply to Welfare Director Betty 
Pressley or her staff. 
They are “endeavoring to execute 
the responsibilities attached to than 
in conformance with laws and regu­ 
lations.” 
STARTLING FACTS 
However, the jury made these 
startling observations as matters of 
concern: 
.1. The large amount of aid for 
Marin with a corresponding increase 
in office personnel to administer the 
welfare. 
2. The relative ease with which 
an individual can legally qualify for 
assistance. 
3. The philosophy that state and 
federal governments pay two-thirds 
of all welfare and therefore the 
county should be concerned only 
with the remaining one-third. 
4. The principle of secrecy as re­ 
lated to individual assistance cases. 
T t Legal restrictions that prevent 
the welfare department from en­ 
forcing a recipient of money for 


specific purposes from expending 
that money for only that specific 
purpose. 
Explaining its observations, the 
jury points out that the ease In re­ 
ceiving assistance "is not in the best 
interests of either the beneficiaries 
or the taxpayers.” 
Furthermore, it considered any 
argument that Marin need only 
worry about one-third of the aid, 
as “contrary to the basic concepts 
of a sound economy” and tends to 
deny that county citizens are also 
citizens of California and the U.S. 
Jury member» stated they would 
not wish to change laws which ade­ 
quately care for the sick, hungry, 
needy and the indigent. 
But, it went on, over-indulgent 
laws which abuse the basic prin­ 
ciple of aid would “destroy the 
fundamental virtues of thrift, self- 
reliance, and ambition and place a 
premium on indolence, incompetency 
and the theory that the world owes 
anyone a living.” 
AIDS ABUSES 
'The grand jury is opposed to 
the principle of secrecy as related 
to individual assistance cases. Se­ 
crecy can be an aid to abuses, 
whereas public accessibility to all 
records is a light that might pre­ 
vent abuses,” the report continued. 
In this thinking it passed a reso­ 
lution urging state and federal gov­ 
ernment representatives of Marin 
to amend existing laws to permit: 
1. That citizens be able to obtain 
information about the character, 
value and amount of public assist­ 
ance received by any person. 
2. TBit names of recipients and 
the amounts of public aid, be pub­ 
lished regularly.

Sardine reduction plants in Marin 
county have all but gone out of 
business and probably will not cont­ 
inue toemake fish meal and oil, it 
appeared today as further measures 
were being taken in Sacramento to 
tighten controls on commercial sar­ 
dine fishing. 
Sardine fishing for reduction pur­ 
poses would be banned for two years 
if a bill by Assemblyman Vincent 
Thomas (D-San Pedro) is passed. 
In fact, he said today he is holding 
up ail his commercial fish manage­ 
ment bills until the Senate takes 
final action on his measure to ban 
sardine reduction. 
i 
“OUT OF BUSINESS 
Meanwhile of two fish reduction 
plants in Marin at McNear’s Point, 
only one apparently still is equipped 
for business, and it isn’t doing any. 
According to sportsman and others 
there are no sardines—that is, there 
are not enough sardines for fish re­ 
duction. It is reported that the only 
sardine fishing to any extent in 
Northern Cailofmia is at Monterey. 
One of the McNear plants, former­ 
ly called Old Capitol company, has 
been earmarked for a new industry 
to manufacture food chemicals. 
Papers of incorporation by the West­ 
ern Bio-chemical company have 
been filed to take over this manu­ 
facture. 
Another plant, called Hoffman 
company, had been taken over by 
N, F. Roesling of Berkeley, but a 
member of the family in Marin has 
said that no manufacturing was be­ 
ing done there because of lack of 
sardines. 
TESTIFIES IN CAPITOL 
Roesling appeared yesterday in 
Sacramento before the Senate Fish 
and Game Committee to protest 
Thomas* bill. The committee post­ 
poned a decision of the bill after 
Roesling testified according to As- 


sociated Press, that a bill was need­ 
ed to manage the canners as well 
as his segment of the industry, re­ 
duction. 
Thomas said 450,000 tons of sar­ 
dines were taken in California in 
1940 and the catch dropped to 3,300 
tons in 1952. 
“The reductionists will be the sor­ 
riest people in the Industry if this 
bin fails,” Assemblyman said, “be­ 
came pretty soon there won’t be 
any fish left.” 
Roesling told the committee, “The 
canners are the biggest reductionists 
of all. They’ll continue to take air 
the sardines they want and feed us 
to the wolves.”

Ordinarily that wouldn’t be very 
newsworthy, because Mrs. Mildred 
Didrikson Z ah arias has been a con­ 
sistent winner for more than two 
decades. 
But this was the toughest one of

months shy of 38 the odds get con­ 
sistently longer. 
At least, that* the way it seem­ 
ed less than two weeks ago when 
it was revealed that the Babe was 
suffering from a malignancy. Last 
Friday she underwent a four-hour 
operation. Already she is up and 
around, talking cheerfully of going 
home within two or three weeks 
But that's always been the story 
of the Babe Tough a* hickory and 
a fighter in ths famed traditions of 


her native Texas. 
It always has been those quali­ 
ties, as well as her amazing mus­ 
cular ability, which made marvel­ 
ous Mildred the greatest 
woman 
athlete of all time. Actually it is 
an injustice to limit that claim to 
die distaff side. 
As an amateur athlete, she com­ 
peted in 634 contests and won €32 
of then. One lots was as a member 
of the Olympic basketball team in 
1932, which finished second. 
The 
other was when she won the Olym­ 
pic high jump with a record leap 
but was disqualified and placed sec­

For polio application the state is 
slated to receive enough to give pro­ 
tective doses to 18,000 persons. This 
is only one-tenth 0” perhaps one- 
twentieth as much as the demand, 
said Dr. Wilton L. Halverson, state 
health director. 
Depending upon the supply re­ 
ceived by the state health depart­ 
ment. protective doses will be ad­ 
ministered to persons 30 year» old 
or less who have been in household 
contact with a person whose illness 
has been diagnosed aa polio. It also 
will be administered to pregnant 
women regardless of their age If 
they are exposed to polio. 
Small amounts earmarked for ad­ 
ministration as a preventative of 
and German measles, will 
be handled as recommended by the 
government agency, e x c e p t far 
minor modifications. Measles-sus­ 
ceptible children between six months 
and three years of age will be treat­ 
ed, Women in the first three months 
of pregnancy will be given globulin 
if exposed to German measles. The

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34 New TB Cases In Marin, 
4 Died, Annual Report Says 
Thirty-four new cases of tuber­ 
culosis were found and four resi­ 
dent« died of the disease in Marin 
County in 1952. This was revealed 
In the yearly report presented by 
Dr. J. Lyman Hurlbut, President of 
the Marin County Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation, to members at their an­ 
nual dinner meeting held April 15 
at the Alta Mira Hotel in Sausalito. 
Dr. Cabot Brown, eminent Bay 
Area, chest physician and director 
of Arequippa Sanatorium, was guest 
speaker at the occasion. He reported 
that great strides had been made In 
conquering 
tuberculosis 
with 
a 
steady and gratifying fall of the 
death rate from this disease each 
year. However, he pointed out that 
the speed and volume of modem air 
travel has made tuberculosis control 
a world problem, which no longer 
can be solved on piecemeal basis, 
that is, locally or by one state or one 
alone. 
, 
A «PARODOX* 
Dr. Brown also spoke of the “para­ 
dox,* which many wishful thinkers 
fail to understand, that, as the 
treatment of tuberculosis, especially 
by drugs, becomes more effective 
and the death rate declines, we shall 
need more and more tuberculosis 
beds each year, at least until such 
time as the thousands of active, 
communicable unknown cases have 
been found and hospitalized. 
More minimal tuberculosis is be­ 
ing uncovered now in Marin County, 
which pointa toward better chances 
of complete recovery for the victims 


of the disease, according to Dr. 
Hurlbut. It also points to a greater 
use on the part of the public of 
the association’s mobile minifilm 
X-ray service, as well as of the as­ 
sociation’s permanent minifilm X- 
r&y unit now situated at the Matin 
General Hospital, he said. 
William Weeks. Marin General 
Hospital administrator, reported to 
the members on the patient and em­ 
ployee screening program started 
in cooperation with the tuberculosis 
association cm May 25, 1952. Al­ 
though findings are not yet complete 
on this service, 170 readings of the 
1,339 miniflfms taken were referred 
to private 
physicans for further 
study. He also reported that the 
hospital program had been recently 
extended to serve as a permanent 
referral center for Marin residents, 
who, for various reasons, request a 
screening film through the tuber­ 
culosis association or ths county 
health department. 
In 1952, 7,848 Marin residents took 
advantage of the association's x-ray 
unit. Of these, 167 persons were re­ 
ferred for further follow-up. 
Dr. Hurlbut reported that Marin 
county residents increased their con­ 
tributions for the fight against tu­ 
berculosis by 9 per cent in 1952. A 
total of $19,600 was obtained in the 
Christmas seal sale, which is the 
sole source of funds with which the 
association will carry on its pro­ 
gram in 1953. 
Dr. Hurlbut was re-elected presi­ 
dent of the association. Other of-

Supposing everyone in Sait Rafael, Santa Ve- 
netia Rafae! Meadows and Green brae were to 
die during 1953. 
No, were not thinking of the atomic bomb; 
we re thinking of the ravages of just one disease 
—cancer. 
More Californians will die of cancer this year 
than the combined populations of those four 
Marin communities. Actms the Bay in San 
Francisco, for example, five persons die every 
day of the disease. In Los Angeles county, it's 
worse, 17 die of cancer dtilv. In Marin, one 
will die every three days-109 Marinites last 
sear. 
During 1951, last year for which complete 
statistics are available, 15,536 Californians died 
of leukemia, cancer of the bone or some o tto 
fprm of malignant growth. That is nearly five 
times as many persons as died in the state in 
the same period from automobile accidents. 
These statistics cry out for action. 
* Even though cancer is not normally thought 
of as a killer of children, 3200 of them between 
the ages of 3 and 15 died last your throughout 
the nation. According to the American Cancer 
Society this is more children than are killed by 
any o tto disease, yet only a small percentage 
of the 216,800 nationwide fatalities of all ages. 
Tragically enough, the society says, half of 
those being lost could be saved if the symptoms 
of the disease were recognized early enough for 


effective treatment Experience has shown ui 
this is true. We know residents of Mann whose 
lives have been saved bv the three principal 
effecti\e treatments now known-radium, x-ray 
and surgery. We know some too, who might 
have been saved if treatment had started earlier. 
What is being done about this mysterious 
killer? 
American Cancer Society has launched a 
three-pronged offense. First a tremehdous re­ 
search program has been undertaken seeking 
to trace the background and causes of the 
disease.

Nurses Discuss 
Mental Health 


Annual convention of the National League 
for Nursing, to be held in Cleveland in June, 
will devote considerable time to psychiatry' and 
mental health. This will not surprise discerning 
persons who in recent years have become pain­ 
fully aware that mental illness is universally 
prevalent. 
Whether it is gaining and spreading and be­ 
coming more violent—as the seeming wise of 
killings, suicides, sex crimes and other offenses 
might indicate—or merely being more recog­ 
nized for what it is, can be an arguable point. 
Two generations or so ago, persons were or 
"went;* crazy. A person was considered either 
sane or insane, with no medium phases. 
Today, even ordinary laymen know there are 
almost infinite gradations of mental health and 
mental illness, the same as with physical well­ 
being, There are dozens of agencies devoted 
solely to study and remedy of gradation and 
borderline cases. 
Hence it is not surprising that an organiza­ 
tion of nurses, many of them engaged in public 
health work, most of them coming in as dose 
contact with mentally disturbed people as do 
doctors, should consider this as a prime dis­ 
cussion subject. 
Laymen as well as medical people know that 
what might be called “sanity” is relative and

seldom absolute. Also that unhappiness or 
worry over jobs, domestic affairs, finances, dis­ 
appointments and other phases of routine liv­ 
ing can harm the mind as surely as tan organic 
troubles. 


There has been a lot of plain bilge written 
and spoken from platforms about psychiatry, 
psycho-analysis, Freudism, and such things as 
fixations and complexes. Vet there probably are 
people here in Marin who due to long worries 
or troubles have developed warping in their 
thinking channels, and are never safely far from 
the border of violence danger. 


Fortunately, such mentally-ill persons usually 
can be cured simply by rectifying and reversing 
their living thinking habits, improving their 
environments, substituting pleasant things for 
the unpleasant ones. There are few tnedicihes 
or “treatments’’ which can be of value, save for 
<* 
organic causes, until living habits are bettered.

If there is a truce, both armies 
withdraw from the battleline one 
mile, setting up between them a 
two-mile demilitarized zone.

Within three months after the 
agreement on a truce, high offi­ 
cials would sit down together to 
work out a permanent peace agree­ 
ment.

UNFORTUNATELY, none of the 
publicity seekers, the governor, or 
the board has hit oa the primary 
causes of the liquor situation de- „ 
scribed by the governor as "evil." 
These causes date back to the 
funeral of prohibition, and the 
adoption by the legislature of the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Act, 
under which the state operates to­ 
day. 
In the early 1930 s, both prohibi­ 
tionists and liquor interests agreed 
that for the interests of the pub­ 
lic, and the interests of the liquor 
business, that the old-time saloon 
should not be returned to Califor­ 
nia. 
Liquor interests favored this 
idea, with the thought in mind 
that such an occurrence 
would 
lead later only to the return of 
local option and eventually, state­ 
wide prohibition. 


CONSEQUENTLY, there was 
written into the law a provision 
that in order to sell liquor in an 
establishment, the establishmept 
also would be required' to serve 
food. In other words, it was con­ 
templated that the public would 
do its drinking wily in a bona- 
fide restaurant. 
„ A visit to the bistros in almost 
any sizeable community of Cali­ 
fornia gives anyone an indication 
of how the spirit of the original 
Idea has been carried out. In some 
of the establishments, anything 
from a sick sandwich with wilted 
lettuce, to a plate of unpalatable 
chili beans serves to constitute a 
meal in the eyes of the state board 
of equalisation, 


WITH THE EMPHASIS on the 
sale of liquor over the bar, rath­ 
er than on the sale of food, it is 
small wonder that the “B"-girli 
have found a place to ply their 
trade. Competition in the industry 
gives proprietors the impetus to 
use every means at their disposal 
to encourage sale of drinks. 
Of course, not all the saloon­ 
keepers use the “B”-girl dodge to 
jump sales. Generally, it is those 
proprietors who are attempting to 
violate the spirit of the original 
agreement who find this artifi­ 
cial stimulant necessary.

Should Plan Bond Election Only

I have sent the following letter: 


Gus Kovats, Chairman 
Interim School Board 
Consolidated School District 
Pt. Reyes Station 
This is an Open Letter to the 
Interim School Board and to the 
voters o? the Oiema-Pt. Reyes-In- 
vemess Consolidated School Dis­ 
trict. 
I voted for, end am completely 
in favor of, school consolidation as 
a matter of principle. 
My understanding of the pur­ 
pose of consolidation was to build 
a new school plant to accommo­ 
date 
the children of Olema-Pt, 
Reyes-Invemess. 
Realizing 
that 
funds for this purpose could be se­ 
cured only through a bond issue, 
to be voted upon after the district 
was consolidated, I voted for con­ 
solidation. 
Several voters to whom I talked 
were under the impression that 
the major job of 
the 
Interim 
School Board, appointed by the 
County Superintendent of Schools 
Dn Wallace Hall, would be to work 
out details leading to an election 
for or against a school bond is­ 
sue. 
Then, if the voters were In favor 
of a school bond issue, the proper­ 
ly elected members of the new 
school board of trustees would take 
over—hire teachers and a princi­ 
pal, buy land for a consolidated 
school, hire architects, secure bids 
for the construction of the school, 
buy buses, and function as one 
consolidated school district. 
Such, however, is not what is 
happening. 
The last meeting of the Interim 
School Board, on April 16, was de­ 
voted to the contemplated use of 
the existing old buildings of the 
Black School, and to the question 
of purchasing one or two school 
buses to bring children to and 
from Black School and Inverness 
School, and to the passing on the 
teaching qualifications of appli­ 
cants to the staff. 
Should, for example, the voters 
of Olema-Pt. Reyes-Invemess vote 
against a school bond issue, what 
happens to the moneys that may 
be spent by the interim school 
board? Are we, in that event, to 
have a ’consolidated school’ per­ 
manently located part in Inver­ 
ness and part in an old building in 
Point Reyes Station? 
Consolidation, basically, involves 
one school plant, if that is to the 
best interest of the community. In 
order to secure such a plant, a 
school bond issue must be voted 
upon favorably. 
Therefore, I propose that the in­ 
terim school board devote its en­ 
ergies completely to the working 
out of the details leading to an 
election on the question of a school 
bond issue. 
Furthermore, until the voters ac­ 
cept a school bond issue, to en­ 
able a new school to be built, no 
funds be spent on buses, or any­ 
thing else. . . .
